Memorandum, on the Rrainfall of June and July and the 
Probable Amount during August and September, 1970 

1. Weather in India during June and July 

The rainfall for the months of June and July 1970 
was in moderate excess in Punjab and Himachal 
Pradesh; in slight excess in Gangetic West Bengal, 
Saurashtra and Kutch, Konkan, Coastal Andnra 
Pradesh, Tamil Nadu and Arabian Sea Islands; normal 
in the Bay Islands, Assam, Sub-HImalayan West 
Bengal, Orissa, Bihar Plains, East Uttar Pradesh, East 
Rajasthan, Madhya Pradesh, Gujarat Region, Madhya 
Maharashtra, Vidarbha, Telangana, Rayalaseema and 
Coastal Mysore; in slight defect in Bihar Plateau, West 
Uttar Pradesh, Haryana, North Interior Mysore and 
Kerala and in moderate defect in Jammu and Kashmir, 
West Rajasthan and Ipouth interior Mysore. 

June : — The southwest monsoon advanced into South 
Andaman Sea and extreme South Bay of Bengal 
by 15th May. It extended into North Andaman Sea 
and covered almost the entire Bay by the end of May. 
In association with a cyclonic circulation extending 
between 2,0 and 6.0 km. a.s.l, lying over Laccadive 
area and adjoining Southeast Arabian Sea, the 
monsoon set in over the Comorin-Maldive area on 
24th. A. trough of low pressure which developed off 
Kerala-Mysore coast on 25th caused the advance of 
the monsoon into South Kerala on 26th. The monsoon 
advanced further along the west coast up to the South 
Konkan by the end of May in association with a 
depression which formed off Mysore-Goa coast on 
27th, intensified into a cyclonic storm on 28th, moved 


northwestwards to Eact central Arabian Sea off 
Maharashtra coast by 31st, weakened into a deep 
depression and moved away westwards to Arabian 
coast. The monsoon also advanced into the Arabian 
Sea up to Lat, 17°N by the end of May. The advance 
of the monsoon over the Peninsula was about 5 to 6 
days ahead of the normal dates. The monsoon 
advanced further into the entire Maharashtra State, 
into Southeast Madhya Pradesh. Orissa, West Bengal 
and Assam by the morning of 4th. There was fairly 
widespread rain with isolated heavy falls in Assam 
and Sub-Himalayan West Bengal from 2nd to 6th 
June. 


A depression formed in North Bay on 7th June, 
intensified into a cyclonic storm on 9th and crossed 
North Orissa Coast near Balasore on 10th. It weakned 
into a rough of low pressure by 12th evening over East 
Vidarbha and adjoining centrai Madhya Pradesh. How- 
ever, the upper air cyelonic circulation associated 
with this system moved further west and persisted over 
West Madhya Pradesh and adjoining parts of Gujarat 
Region and Maharashtra State upto 15th and later 
moved northeastwards to the central parts of Uttar 
Pradesh by 17th. Moving under the influence of this 
system, the monsoon advanced into Bihar State on 9th, 
and covered the region upto Southeast Rajasthan and 
central Uttar Pradesh by 16th, 

In association with the monsoon trough lying close 
+o the foot of the Himalayas over Uttar Pradesh and 
Northeast India from 17th to 21st, there was wide- 
spread rain on many days with heavy to very heavy 
falls on a few days in Eastren Himalayas. Sub-Hima- 
1 a vans West Bengal and Assam during 17th to 23rd. 
According to press reports, the heavy rains in Assam 
caused floods in the Brahmaputra and its tributaries 
which inundated vast, areas of paddy and jute fields in 
northern districts of Assam, eaused damage to houses 
and rendered many thousands homeless. There were 
also floods in Nepal causing loss of human life and 
cattle an damage to crops. The monsoon was generally 
weak over the central parts of the country from 17th 
to 28th and in Uttar Pradesh and Bihar from 19th to 
28 th. 

A well marked trough of low pressure developed over 
Northeast and adloining East centrnl Arabian Sea off 
Gujarat and North Maharashtra coasts on 27th even- 
ing and persisted till the end of the months, causing 
incursion of Arabian Sea monsoon air Into Gujarat 
State. Northwest India and West Uttar Pradesh. Asso- 
ciated with this system, the monsoon advanced into 
the rc«t of Gujarat State on 28th. East Rajasthan and 
West Uttar Pradesh on 29t,h and Haryana, Punish, 
Himachal Pradesh and Jammu and Kashmir by 30th 
•wrl was vigorous in Gujarat Region on 28fh and in 
Harvana on 30th. The monsoon thus covered the entire 
coun+ry outside West Ralasthan by the end of the 
month Tt. also covered the entire Arabian Sea upto 
Lat. 23 °N by that date. 

The rainfall for the month of June was in large 
excess in East Uttar Pradesh. Haryana. Punjab, Hima- 
chal Pradesh. Jammu and Kashmir, Raiasthan. West 
Madhvn Pradesh, Gujarat Region. Konkan, Marath- 
wada, Vidarbha, Coastal Andhra Pradesh, and Telan- 
gana in moderate excess in Gangepc West Bengal, 
Orissa, West Uttar Pradesh East Madhva Pradesh, 
Saurashtra and Kutch. Madhya Maharashtra and in 
slight excess in North Assam, It was normal in South 
Assam, Sub-Himslavan West Bengal. Bihar State, 
Ravalaseema, Tamil Nadu and Coastal Mysore: in slight 
defect in the Bay and Arabian Sea Islands. North 
Interior Mysore and Kerala and in moderate defect m 
South Interior Mysore. 

July : — In association with a low pressure area which 
developed in Northeast Arabian Sea off North Gujarat 
coast, on 1st July and moved into Sind and adjoining 
Southeast Rajasthan on 2nd evening where it persisted 
upto 6th the monsoon advanced into West. Rajasthan 
on 3rd July and thereby covered the entire country 
bv that date. This system also caused good rainfall

In Gujarat State and Rajasthan during this period, 
The heavy rains in Saurashtra caused floods in the local 
rivers and dislocated road and rail traffic. There was 
also heavy rain at some places in Jnisalmer district. 

The deep depression which was lying in North Orissa 
on the evening of 30th June, moved northwestwards 
and weakened into a depression over Northeast 
Madhya Pradesh, with centre about 100 km. North of 
Pendra, continuing to move northwestwards, it gradu- 
ally weakened into a low pressure area over the cent- 
ral parts of Uttar Pradesh by 4th and merged with the 
monsoon trough. This system caused active monsoon 
conditions in Orissa and East Madhya Pradesh on 1st 
July, in Vidarbha on 2nd and 3rd and vigorous mon- 
soon conditions in East Madhya Pradesh on 2nd and 
West Madhva Pradesh on 3rd. According to press 
reports, there were floods in Orissa and Madhya 
Pradesh. Vast areas of paddy fields were flooded in 
Cuttack district. Road traffic in many parts of 
Madhya Pradesh was dislocated. Crops were damag- 
ed in Raipur district. 

A depression formed in the Bay of Bengal on 6th 
evening with centre near Lai. 18.5 C N and Long. 
90.5°E moving northwestwards, it became deep on 7th 
morning, crossed North Orissa coast near Balasore on 
the forenoon of 8th and weakend into a low pressure 
area on filh evening over West Bihar and adjoining 
parts of Madhva Pradesh and Uttar Pradesh. Then 
it moved north into East Uttar Pradesh and adioining 
Bihar Plains on 10th, persisted there till 12th and merg 
ed with monsoon trough which had also moved 
north and was lying close to the foot of the Hima- 
layas by that time. This system caused fnirlv wide- 
spread rain with isolated heavv falls in East Madhya 
Pradesh, Vidarbha, Orissa, Oangetic West Bengal, 
Bihar State and East Uttar Pradesh on some days 
during this period. 

In association with a cyclonic circulation in the lower 
troposphere which was Iving over Puniab, Haryana 
and adioining Raiasthnn from 81h to 10th and moved 
across the hills of Uttar Pradesh on 11th, there was 
good rainfall in many parts of Northwest India parti- 
cularly in Rajasthan during this period, 

The monsoon trough was iving close to the foot of 
the Himalayas from J2th July to 26th July resulting 
in weak monsoon conditions in Northwest India. Guja- 
rat, State, Uttar Pradesh and West Madhva Pradesh 
and widespread rain with isolated heavy to very 
h^avy falls in Himachal Pradesh, hills of West 
Uttar Pradesh, Nepal — Himalayas, the catchment 
areas of the Brahmanutrn. Sub-Himalavan West 
Bengal and Assam during this period. According to 
nress reports, there were serious and extensive floods 
in most of the districts of Assam and in the northern 
districts of B ; har resulting in very heavy damage to 


crops, houses and other property and dislocation of 
road and rail communication. Landslides and breaches 
dislocated communications in Darjeeling and Jalpai- 
guri districts. The floods in these areas continued un- 
abated till the end of the month. Heavy floods 
were also reported from Nepal and East Pakistan with 
loss of many human lives. The heavy rains in the 
hills of West Uttar Pradesh during the period 14th 
to 21st caused floods and landslides in Chamoli and 
Pithorgarh districts. The Alaknanda rose in floods on 
the 20th and swept away a large number of pilgrims in 
Belakuchi and an entire village near Joshimath. Land- 
slides and floods in this region have also resulted in 
heavy loss of property. 

The seasonal low pressure area over West Pakistan 
was well-marked from 12th to 16th resulting in steep 
pressure gradient over North Guiarat State and adjoin- 
ing Rajasthan, Associated with these, there were dust- 
storms in the plains of Northwest India during this 
period. According to press reports, the dust-storms 
disrupted road and rail communications in Rajasthan, 
particulary in Barmer and Jaisalmer districts and air 
traffic in Jammu, Strong dust raising winds continued 
during the third week also. 

Under the influence of a Idw pressure area which 
moved across Burma into North Bay on 26th, the east- 
ern part of the monsoon trough shifted south and 
was running from East Uttar Pradesh to North Bay. 
The low pressure area moved northwestwards to Bihar 
Plateau and adioining East Madhva Pradesh by 29th 
and merged with the monsoon trough. But th™ upper 
air cyclonic circulation associated with this system and 
extending to the middle troposphere persisted in 
that, area till the end of the month. This system caus- 
ed good rainfall in Northeast India and East Madhva 
Pradesh. The western end of the monsoon trough also 
shifted south on 28th and the entire monsoon trough 
was in the normal position till the end of the month. 

The rainfall for the month oE July was in large ex- 
cess in the Arabian Sea Islands, and in slight "excess 
in the Bay Islands. South Assam and Tamil Nndu. 
It was normal in North Assam, West Bengal, Bihar 
Plains. Himachal Pradesh. Saurashtra and Kulch. 
Ravalaseema and North Interior Mysore; in slight 
defect in Orissa. Bihar Ppteou. East Madhva Pradesh, 
Konkan, Coastal Andhra Pradesh Coastal Mysore and 
Kerala; in moderate defect in Uttar Pradesh. Puniab, 
East Rajasthan, West Madhva Pradesh. Guiarat Region, 
Madhva Maharashtra. Mamthwada. Vidarbha. Telan- 
vana and South Interior Mvsore and in large defect in 
Haryana, Jammu and Kashmir and West Rajasthan. 

The following table gives for each sub-division the 
total rainfall during June and July, its departure from 
normal and percentage departure from normal ;

2. Conditions having influence on the rain of August 

and September, 1970. 

A .foreshadowing of the monsoon rainfall of June 
to September was issued early in June. Kcccnt data 
have been examined to sec if any useful supplement- 
ary foreshadowing for the remainder of me season 
can now be given. The relevant data are the follow- 
ing : — 

India : 

Indian Pressure — Pressure in July was below nor- 
mal over Assam, Bengal, Uttar Pradesh, Haryana, the 
Punjab and Rajasthan and generally above normal 
over the rc3t of the country. 

Standard pressure surface heights — The mean height 
of the. 500. mb. level over Delhi, Jodhpur and Allaha- 
bad during March at 12 G.M.T. was 5745 gpm, 

Indo-Gangetic River Discharges— Mean departure of 
the total river discharges during April and May, 1970 
was in defect by 335 (1,000 cusecs). 

Mauritius : — Pressure in July was in excess by 1.0 
mb. 

South. Rhodesia : — Rainfall from October 1969 to 
April 1970 was in defect by 160.3 mm. 

South America: — Pressure departures were as fol- 
lows : —

For Northwest India — taken to consist of the Uttar 
Pradesh, Haryana, the Punjab, Himachal Pradesh, 
Delhi, Chandigarh and Rajasthan— the factors used 
are, in the order of decreasing letiability, Indo-Gange- 
tic River Discharges, Indian Pressure, South American 
Pressure, Mauritius Pressure and South Rhodesia 
Ram. Of these factors, this year, Indo-Gangetic 
River Discharges and South Rhodesia Rain are both 
very favourable, South American Pressure is favour- 
able, Indian Pressure is indifferent but Mauritius 
Pressure is very unfavourable. The statistical analy- 
sis indicates that there is a four to one chance that 
the total rainfall in Northwest India during August 
and September 1970 will be above 92 per cent of the 
normal. 


3. Inferences from the Information. 

For the Peninsula — taken to consist of Maharashtra, 
Gujarat, Madhya Pradesh, Interior Mysore North, 
Telangana and Coastal Mysore (excluding South 
Kanaia)— the factors used are, in the order of decreas- 
ing reliability, Mean height of the 500 mb. level, 
Mauritius Pressure, South American Pressure and 
South Rhodesia Rain. Of these factors, this year. 
South American Pressure is slightly favourable, South 
Rhodes:a Rain is moderately unfavourable while 
Maurili.n Pressure and Mean height of the 500 mb. 
level are both very unfavourable. The statistical 
analysis indicates that there is a four to one chance 
that the total rainfall in the Peninsula during August 
and September 1970 will be below 91 per cent of Ihc 
normal. 

4. Summary. 

The total rainfall during August and September 
1970 is likely to be slightly below in the Pcnisula and 
normal in Northwest India.
